In response to the Office Action of April 1, 2004, please cojisider the following remarks. 
The Office Action adds further specificity to a previously stated Species Election Requirement. 
The Examiner asserts that applicants must name a single diester dicarboxylate and a single 
peroxycarboxylic acid that will be searched at this time. 

In response, Applicants elect dimethyl sebacate as the diester dicarboxylate and 
peroxyoctanoic acid as the peroxycarboxylic acid. 

Applicants believe that generic claims are allowable in this application, which will render 
this species election moot. Further, Applicants respectfully traverse the species election 
requirement on the basis that searching diester dicaiboxylates and peroxycarboxylic acids does 
not present an undue burden on the Examiner. 
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
